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Police, Unions Clash 
As Sohyo Embarks On 
Fourth Wave Struggle 


Gov't Employes 
Ignore Warnings 
Against Rallies 


New ugly clashes be- 
tween police and trade 
unionists were reported 
from the prefectures of 
Akita and Aomori yester- 
day as the 3,400,000-mem- 
ber Sohyo launched the 
fourth wave of its tradi- 
tional spring “struggle” for 
higher wages. 


Sohyo, the nation’s most 
powerful trade union federation, 
yesterday triggered workshop 
rallies among Government em- 
ploves throughout the nation. As 
of late last night, however, the 
Government had taken no step 
to realize earlier threats to fire 
workers of Government unions 
taking part in workshop rallies. 


This was yesterday's strike 
picture: 
1. About 74,000 workers of | 


private railways and bus com- 
panies lunched a 24-hour strike; 
2, The 360,000-member Na- 


tional. Railway Workers Union 
and the 50,000-man National | 
Lecomotive Engineers Union 
struck at the same time by hold- 
ing workshop rallies for one to 
two hours at more than 60 
places. Delays in train schedul- 
es ranging from 15 to 64 
minutes were reported; 

3. Workers of four of the na- 
tion's 14 major coal mining com- 

ies continued their strike of 
indefinite duration. The strike 
started. last Friday; 

4. The 23,000-member All- 
Japan k Workers Union 
yesterday launched its third 24- 
hour strike, crippling stevedor- 
ing operations at various ports, 
particularly in Hokkaido and 
Kyushu; 

5. The 97,000-man Federation 
of Synthetic Chemistry Work- 
ers Unions joined the Sohyo 
“offensive” with an initial 24- 
hour strike that began yester- 
day afternoon; 

&. The National Council of 
Government Enterprise Work- 
ers Unions (Korokyo), whose 
944,000 members constitute 
Sohyo’s backbone, held work- 
shop rallies for one to ‘wo 
hours, some of them beginning 
early in the morning but ex- 
tending into duty hours. The 
National Railway Workers 
Union ‘is one of Korokyo's nine 
member unions. 

Some 13,000 post office clerks 
were reported to have partici- 
pated in workshop rallies in the 

refectures of Akita and Aomori. 

hree unionists were listed as 
injured in Akita following 
clashes with police while “seve- 
ral” others sustained injuries in 
picket-line “skirmishes” in 
Aomori, 

The order to Government 
employes to stage workshop 
rallies was issued after the 
Public Corporation and Govern- 
ment "nterprise Labor Rela- 
tions Commission, in overn.ght 
discussions, failed to work out 
a mediation plan for the Koro 
kvo wage dispute,

Private Rail Chaos . 
May Continue Today 


“An estimated 11 million train 
and bus commuters were strand- 
ed yesterday as 74,000 workers 
of 67 private rallway and bus 
companies throughout the coun- 
try went on strike for the sec- 
ond time in a week. 

The strike, called by the 
General Federation of Private 
Railway Workers Unions (Shi- 
tetsy Soren) as part of Sohyo’s 
spring iabor offensive caused 
what was described as the worst 
week-day railway traffic snarl 
in Japan's transportation his- 
tory. 

Yesterday afternoon, manage- 
ment and labor of 22 companies 
came to terms. Therefore, the 
number of companies whose 
workers carried out the 24-hour 
strike was 45 including the 10 
major firms. 

About 30,000 tons of cargo 
were also piled at railway de- 
pots affected by the 24-hour 
walkout. 

Transportation Ministry offi- 
cials estimated the ioss in re 
venue at ¥150 million. 

Fifty-five other unions had 
arrived at a settlement with 
manazement prior to the strike. 

The Shitetsu Soren is schedul- 
ed to strike again on April 3 
and 6, 

It has also ordered a strike 
by 70 per cent of the ticket 
punchers for an _ indefinite 
period from today. 

Management-labor negotiations 
of the 10 major firms were re- 
sumed at 1145 p.m. yesterday 
at the Private Riilway Associa- 
tion Building, Yuraku-cho. 

The collective talks ended at 
12:30 a.m, today, but no agree- 
ment was reached. The negotia- 
tions are scheduled to be resum- 
ed this afternoon. 

At the midnight meeting, 
Shitetsu Soren representatives 
made a final proposal demand- 


ing @ wage increase equal to last 


year’s pay raise averaging ¥1,- 
350 to be retroactive to Februa- 
ry plus a lump sum of ¥2,700, 
equivalent to two morithe’ pay 
hike for February and March. 


However, the Private Railway 
Operators Association, the ma- 
nagement body, stood firm on a 
pay raise of ¥1,000 as proposed 
in the mediation plan submitted 
by Dr. Ichiro Nakayama of the 
Central Labor Relations Com- 
mission. 


The walkout, which came on 
the heels of a similar 24hour 
strike carried out last Sunday, 
followed the rupture of all-night 
collective talks held between 
labor and management on the 
wage increase dispute. 


The striking labor unions took 
the firm stand as workers at 
Tokyu and Nagoya Railway had 
managed to win a wage increase 
equal to last year’s. 

Participating in yesterday's 
strike were workers of 11 ma- 


jor private frail firms—Tobu, 
Kelo-Teito, Keibin, Kelsei and 
subways in the Kanto area, 
Keihanshin, Hanshin, Keihan, 


Kintetsu and Nankai in Kansai 

and Nishitetsu in Kyushu. 
Trains and buses operated by 

two other major firms, the To- 


Kyu in Tokyo and Nagoya 
Railway in Aichi Prefecture, 
were running normally as 


the workers at the two com- 
panies came to terms early last 
Sunday before the start of the 
first-wave strike, 

In the Tokyo area, confusion 
prevailed at terminal. stations 
of the Japan National Railways, 
such as Shinjuku, Shibuya and 
Ikebukuro, where commuters 
formed long queves to buy 
tickets.

Kishi Seeks April Talks: Rhee 


SBOUL (AP)—President Syng-, 
man Rhee, expressing great con- 
fidence in Japanese Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi, indi- 
cated Thursday he is ready to 
resume negotistions on Japan- 
Korean problems early in April. 

“t understand Prime Minister 
Kishi is ready to start the con- 
ferences again. Kishi is quite 
sincere. He is better then any 
other Japanese diplomats we 
have been dealing with,” Rhee 
said in an interview, 

He predicted the “politicians” 
and “other groups” in Japan 
would attempt to prevent re 
sumption of the talks. 

“I never have had any con- 
fidence in any of the Japanese 
diplomats but, | am coming to 
know Kishi as the one person 
in Japan who can talk bual- 
ness,” the President said.

Calif. Reports 
Radioactive Rain 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP)—A 
sharp rise in the radioactive 
content of Bay Area rainfall 
was noted last weekend, presurm- 
ably a result of recent Russian 
nuciear test explosions in 
Siberia, the State Health Depart- 
ment reported Wednesday, 

Radiological checks Saturday 
gave a reading 200 times higher 
than the standard éstabtished a¢ 
safe for drinking water. A 
spokesman said the reading was 
the highest recorded in Califor- 
nia since such measurements 
were started a year ago. 

By 8 a.m. Sunday the rain- 
fall contamination had dropped 


to 35 times the safe drinking 
water standard. 


The spokesman said rapid de- 
ecav of radioactive elements in 
the test samples indicated they 
came from “a fairly recent in- 
cident.” 


‘Hot’ Rain in B.C. 
VICTORIA, B.C. (AP) — A 
radioactive rain, the result of re- 
cent Russian nuclear explosions, 
fell on Victoria early this week. 
The radioactivity, although as 
high as 1,200 counts per minute 
per liter of rain water, was still

A Preview — and a Moral 


Edouard van Remoortel, the 
young Belgian conductor who 
will be one of the international 
luminaries to grace the musical 
festival jn Osaka next month, 
was introduced to his first Japa- 
nese audience by the Tokyo 
Symphony Orchestra on Mon- 
day evening in Hibiya Hall. In 
this “preview” of his capabill- 
ties Mr. van Remoortel revealed 
all the admirable qualities that 
in the short apan of his youth- 
ful vears have already served 
to bulld up his rising renomme. 
He comes to us a8 @ leading con- 
ductor of the Orchestre National 
de Belgique and lately as succes- 
sor to Viadimir Golschmann 
with the St, Louls Symphony 
Orchestra in the United States. 

That this 30-year-old Belgian 
is @ thoroughly gifted conduc- 
tor has already been establish- 
ed; what needs to be reported 
here is the immense pleasure 
his musicianship gave his siz- 
able audience on this occasion. 

Mr. van Remoortel's conduct- 
ing 38 @& correct and incisive as 
his @ppearance on the podium 
is pleasing to the eve. He is 
tall and dapper—one may be 
permitted to say that he pre- 
sents a youngish version of 
Malcolm Sargent—and the analo- 
gy may be carried further by 
stating that Mr. van Remoortel 
sets about his business with the 
same businesslike vigor, with- 
out any fuss or nonsense. 


There are no traces of any 
histrionics, personal eccentrici- 
ties, or baton mannerisms. 
Sparse gestures clearly convey 
his cues to the instrumental- 
ists. Throughout the evening 
he gave abundant affirmation

of his keen sense of rhythm 
and jine, which he depioved to 
especially good purpose in Mo 
zart’s “Jupiter” Symphony, and 
which was carried through in 
Cesar Franck’s D Minor Sym- 
phony. 

In fact, this last work em- 
erged without that unbearable 
long-windedness that we re 
member from other locai per- 
formances, so well did Mr. van 
Remoortel calculate this sym- 
phony’s sprawling breadth and 
so sensitively did he bulld up 
the music’s urgency, its eloquent 
intensity, and its heaven-shak- 
ing sonority. 

All this was carried through 
within the limitations of the 
Tokyo Symphony's shortcom- 
ings, for at times some instru- 
mentaiists were hard put to 
articulate rapid phrases at @ 
helter-skelter pace. 

However, there is no room 
for cavil with Mr. van Remoor- 
tel’s reading of the Mozart 
symphony. The orchestra! 
sound, if not always appropre 
ately warm and spacious, was 
clean, alert, and poised, with 
each detail exquisitely turned 
and effectively projected with 
precision and accuracy. 

Between Mozart's springing 
rhythms and Franck’s sonorous 
solemnities, Mr. van Remoortel 
introduced a sprightly short 
work by a young Belgian com- 
patriot. This was the “Sym- 
phonie de Poche” (1950) by Jac- 
ques Stehman. I take it that 
the “pocket” in the title refers 
to the work’s brevity (under 15 
minutes in duration), but that 
is one of its lesser character- 
istics. 

For this music proved to be 
gay and sparkling, with no pre- 
tensions at world-shaking ideas, 
| but finely put together in its 
|four brief movements. Perhaps 
\it would not sound as appealing 
|in repeated hearings, but in this 
\first acquaintance I found this 
;music’s gavety and pertness 
|somewhat akin to the work of 
|another noted Belgian composer, 
| Marcel Poot, who at present hap- 
|}pens to be the director of the 
| Brussels Conservatoire, frorn 
which Mr. van Remoortel him- 
self was graduated. 

Perhaps the major marvel of 
the evening was the way the in- 
strumentalists responded to Mr. 
van Remoortel’s incisive urgings. 
|The general comment heard at 
,intermission time indicated a 
;musical miracle in energizing 
ithis orchestra's flaccid spirit. 
Th may be a moral to all this. 


This reviewer has had the op- 
portunity to observe the succes- 
\sive stages in the development 
‘of the Tokvo Symphony Or- 
chestra, from its youthful exu- 
|} berance of 12 years ago to the 
‘languidness and listlessneas of 
irecent months. This retrogres- 
; sion became most marked after 
| the departure of some first-desk 
| instrumentalists who were lured 
|to more attractive spots. There 
}are other causes—but this is 
hardiy the occasion to air them.

Lord Rennell of Road, a mem- 
ber of the boards of BOAC, 
Hong Kong Airways and Bor- 
neo Airways, reaffirmed BOAC's 
intention to operate trans-Pacific 
service between Tokyo and San 
Francisco via Honolulu, thus 
completing two round-the-world 
air routes by British Common- 
wealth air carriers. Lord Ren- 
nell is visiting Japan during a 
round-the-world tour. Speaking 
at a press conference held at 
the Tokyo office of BOAC yester- 
day, he said BOAC planned to 
extend its jetprop. Britannia 
service from San Francisco to 
Tokyo via Honolulu at the begin- 
ning of next year, thus provid- 
ing a reund-the-world service. 
He said @antas Empire Airways, 
Australia's overseas airline, and 
sister air carrier of BOAC, was 
now operating the Australia-San 
Francisco link. “We, iike our 
colleagues in the British ship- 
ping world, are aware of the 
rapidly increasing business and 
tourist traffic across the North 
Pacific. . We intend to partici- 
pate in this traffic as soon as the 
necessary equipment becomes 
available,” he sa Lord Ren- 
nell said studies were continual- 
ly being made of the trans- 
Polar route in which BOAC 
was vitally interested. With the 
introduction of the BOAC jet air- 
liner, Comet IV, next year the 
southern route linking Tokyo 
and London through India 
would be much quicker than the 
trans-Polar service. Neverthe- 
less, he said BOAC’s surveys of 
the trans-Polar route were con- 
tinuing and the outcome would 
depend mainly on “the most eco- 
nomic and convenient use of the 
aircraft available.” He referred 
to the negotiations between the 
British and Russian Govern- 
ments concerning a London-Mos- 
cow service and said details 
were being discussed between 
British European Airways, 
BOAC’s sister corporation, and 
the Russian national air carrier, 
Aeroflot. He said an “Express 
Britannia” service would be in- 
troduced in. August between 
london and Tokyo to match the 
continuing expansion in traffic 
to and from Japan. It would 
provide the fastest service yet to 
London via the Middle East in 
33 hours’ flying time. BOAC 
would have a great fleet of jet 
airliners when it took delivery 
of 33 Vickers VC10 airliners.

This year 13 European 
countries have eliminated their 
requirements for the manifest 
on flights within Europe. The 
figure represents three more 
than during the 1957 summer 
season, but there are still some 
European Governments which 
demand the passenger list. In 
North America, neither Canada 
nor the United States now asks 
for this Item of red tape from 
overseas flights, and several 
Caribbean area governments are 
considering abolition of the re- 
quirement.

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The German Scene 

After a debate extending over four days, the West 
German Bundestag voted on Tuesday night to permit the 
arming of the nation’s military forces with atomic weapons. 

There had been considerable opposition, and the Socia- 
liste declared they would not give up the struggle against 
the plan. One prominent Socialist, Herr Gustav Heine- 
mann, assailed the atomic equipping of West German forces 
as “immoral:” instead he called for stepping up negotiations 
with the Russians in an effort to achieve German reunt- 
fication. Some members of the opposition are demanding 
a national referendum on the issue, and others are clamor- 
ing for a general strike by the country’s six million trade 
unionists, 


After the bitter experiences of World War IT it is 
hardly surprising that some opposition should arise to any 
new armaments move in Germany, but facts have to be 
faced, and it is unlikely that the majority of the nation 
will fail to accept cheerfully the Bundestag’s decision, 

It hardly needs to be pointed out that any atomic 
weapons that West Germany may now receive will come 
from the United States. They will remain American 
property and be kept in the custody of American forces. 
German troops will, of course, need to be trained to use 
them. 

The decision is welcomed in the United States where 
it ig felt to presage a considerable strengthening of NATO's 
potential. 

lt is only natural to expect that there will be some coun- 
termoves behind the Iron Curtain. East German Premier 
Grotewohl promised as much in a speech in which he sup- 
ported the Soviet suggestion of an atom-free zone in Cen- 
tral Europe. Herr Grotewohl is, of course, fighting for 
the continuation of his Red regime in East Germany; Mos- 
cow fears to let him down and there is little doubt that 
in Communist eyes the suggestion for an atom-free zone 
in Central Europe is regarded as a convenient plan to per- 
petuate the division of Germany. 

While it is true that Herr Grotewohl has given lip 
service to the principle of German reunification, it is clear 
enough from other of his statements and his actual] policies 
that the only kind of reunification of Germany he would 
welcome would be one that placed a Communist regime 
over the whole country. 

That, however, is now only a dream. Any chance the 
Reds may have had unless Russian military might were 
used—of making all Germany Communist has gone by. The 
amazing recovery of West Germany from the ruins of war 
and the acceptance of the Federal Republic in the concert 
of democratic nations has finally closed any opportunity 
there might have once been for such a denouement. The 
most that the East German Red leaders can now hope for 
is to hang on in power in their own area for the time being. 
But they hope to extend that period as long as possible. 


West Germany's Economic Minister Ludwig Erhard 
discussed German-American relations with President Eisen- 
hower in Washington on Monday and subsequently said 
they had also talked about European problems, various 
forms of cooperation in both the political and economic 
fields and the present state of the economy in both their 
countries. When asked whether he thought a prolonged 
recession in the United States would cause a similar down- 
turn in West Germany, Herr Erhard replied with a firm 
negative. American opinion appears to be that West Ger- 
many might do more to assist underdeveloped nations. 
Indeed, this might be considered as a reasonable return for 
the friendship of the Western democracies and the benefits 
that this has brought to the Germans since the end of 
World War IT. 

While Herr Erhard has been visiting the United States, 
the British Minister of Defense, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has 
arrived In Bonn for talks with the West German Defense 
Minister, Herr Strauss, on defense questions of mutual in- 
terest. It is reported that they are giving special attention 
to joint planning and research, 

Summing up the general situation with regard to the 
position of West Germany, we think it can be said that a 
continuance of that country’s progress in all fields of action 
is now assured. The country’s cooperation with its western 
neighbors in general, and its rapprochement with France 
in particular, have already brought about a new order of 
things which is manifest in the growing sense of solidarity 
in Western Europe—in itself a great accomplishment when 
we remember the unhappy history of past years. German 
science and culture, which have added so much t the 
world's stock of knowledge, are likely, we believe, to under- 
go a fruitful renewal which will bring further benefits 
to the world. 


The problem of Germany's division into two parts 
hangs, of course, like a kind of milestone round Europe's 
neck. But patience must needs be exercised here. Sooner 
or later, German reunification must come, but we wish it 
to come peacefully, and, if possible, with the acknowledge- 
ment of Russia that itis only right and reasonable. Action 
toward the unity of Germany would be the best test of 
sincerity for Moscow’s protestations of a desire to ease in- 
ternational tensions, but there are no signs for the moment 
of any real response from the Kremlin.

Participants of PEN Congress in Tokyo Give Their Observations

This is how Elicr ‘eth Jane- 
way, an American authoress, 
reported on the 20th Interna- 
tional Congress of the PEN held 
in Tokyo last September at the 
American Center PEN News in 
October 1957. 


Some 180 authors, - poets, 
writers and editors from 26 na- 
tions gathered for the PEN 
Congress, the biggest interna- 
tional conference in postwar 
Japan, both in scale and scope 
of repercussions. 


In reviewing the reactions to 
the congress in recently arrived 
publications of the participat- 
ing nations, | was perplexed to 
find several references to 
kamikaze. 

The French language 
paper in Switzerland, the 
“Gazette de Lausanne,” also 
carried a series under the col- 
umn “Lettres de Philippe” des- 
cribing the congress as well as 
the situation in modern Japan. 


In its Oct. 30 issue, the paper 
said: “—Kamikaze taxis were 
darting in the busy streets— 
Kamikaze, or divine wind is 
derived from historical events 
in Japan during the war—etc.” 


Excessive Politeness 


I was ashamed on reading 
this.

However, there are times 
when this politeness is over- 
emphasized and the foreigner 
visiting these shores reacts to 
this courtesy In a completely 
opposite manner. We must admit 
that this excessive politeness is 
a trait that should be rectified. 

In my frequent trips to the 
airport to welcome many of the 
delegates to the congress, the 
mast striking scene 1 encount- 
ered was the arrival of John 
Steinbeck and his group. 


Mass of Photographers 


Of this John Brooks related 
at the same gathering in New 
York mentioned previously in 
this article thus: “No sooner 
had we arrived by plane than 
we were met by a mass of 
photographers and reporters to 
interview John Steinbeck, who 
in Japan is just a little lower 
than the angels.” 

Brooks said he could not help 
refiecting how this reception 
would have compared with the 
arrival of a famous Japanese 
writer at Idlewild Airport in 
New York, 

He continued: “The contrast 
made us seem a little provin- 
cial.” 

On the other hand, the Brit- 
ish poet Stephen Spender who 
is as well known in Japan as 


Steinbeck, comments on the 
same scene in the following 
words: 


“From the moment you step 
off the airplane at Tokyo, they 
keep asking—‘What do you 
think of us?” When they ask- 
ed a famous American novelist 
this, he shook his stick at the 
battery of cameramen, and all 
the newspapers reported that he 
arrived in Japan drunk. This 
incident has already made wus 
form several impressions: that 
the Japanese are, like the 
Americans, the kind of people 
who want to know what you 
think of them; that there are 
plenty of journalists and photo- 
graphers; that their interest in 
facts is wide and detached. 

“One of the many ideas I was 
told did not exist in the Japa- 
nese language Was ‘p-ivacy’; an- 
other was the sense of guilt.” 
(“Some Japanese Observations,” 
Encounter, December 1957). 


Different Psychology

The newspapermen who re 
ported that Steinbeck was 
drunk did not write their arti- 
cles with intentions of violating 
his privacy. Nor did the arti- 
cles have anything to do with 
the nonexistence of a “sense of 
guilt” among the Japanese. The 
reporters were all writing in a 
light vein and there was noth- 
ing deep in their stories. 


I believe that what these re- 
porters wrote about Steinbeck 
stemmed from a very friendly 
feeling they had toward him 
because of his shyness and 
frankness. My opinion can be 
hacked up by the fact that 
Japan is a virtual paradise for 
men who drink, both from the 
legal and social point of view. 
It is not infrequent to see peo 
ple smiling at a man under the 
influence Of liquor in Japan, al- 
though occasionally brows are 
lifted. This, in my opinion, is 
the most difficult point concern- 
ing the difference of Oriental 
and Western psychology. 


Close Observation 


The Japanese, who live on 
four smal) islands, are wun- 
necessarily touchy on what 
others think of Japan and the 
position this country holds 
among other nations. 


‘This seems to me a revelation 
of a sort of nostalgia harbored 
by the Japanese to recombine 
themselves with their brethren 
on the continent. 


However, I must admit that 
firing at strangers who have 
only stepped on these shores 
for the first time with questions 
as “What do you think of us?” 
lacks common sense and is a 
bad example of Japanese in- 
sularism. I hope Japanese re- 
porters will choose their words 
more carefully when interview- 
ing foreign visitors. 


These impressions of Spender 
together with those of Angus 
Wilson which were in contrast 
with the former, and which also 
were published in Encounter, I 
felt, were two of the best writ- 
ings [| have read among the 
numerous reactions expressed 
bv foreign delegates to the con- 
gress. 

Although these two British- 
men did not have the time like 
Italy's Eugenio Vaquer or 
France's Andre Chamson (pres- 
ident of International PEN) to 
look into every nook and corner 
of Japan, it is remarkable how 
much they learned during such 
a brief stay. They have indeed 
come pretty close to grasping 
the true characteristics of the 
Japanese people. 


Angus Wilson concludes his 
remark with these words of 
deep understanding and real 
friendship. 


“I fear that I have allowed 
an excessive gloom to cover a 
land and people that I immense- 
ly liked. The truth is that all 
this is more potential than 
actual. The Japanese seldom 
smile, except to please Western- 
ers, yet they do laugh and their 
laughter is not hysterics but is 
the result of a real sense of 
comedy and absurdity, a laugh 
of enjoyment. It is this that 
makes one ready to stand by 
one’s conviction, so difficult to 
back up with examples, that the 
Japanese are not only moving 
and courageous, objects of 
compassion, but also intelligent 
and successful, subjects for ad- 
miration.” 


Amply Rewarded 


Though many _ difficulties 
arose in sponsoring the PEN 
Congress in Tokyo last year, we 
feel amply rewarded to know 
the conference made some con- 
tribution to fostering interna- 
tional understanding and friend- 
ship. 


It would be appreciated if 
readers of this article who have 
heard from foreign participants 
at the congress on their reaction 
to Japan will furnish me with 
such information. 


Recently word has been re- 
ceived that the International 
PEN Congress will not be held 
this year. It seems to me very 
unfortunate that in view of the 
fact it has never failed to be 
held in the past except in the 
war years. 

However with the old Japa- 
nese proverb “Turn a misfor- 
tune into a blessing” in mind, 
I hope members of the Interna- 
tlonal PEN Club who came to 
Japan last year will take this 
year of rest to ruminate on their 
memories of this country and 
further deepen their sense of 
friendship toward the Japanese 
people.

O-Iwa’s Curse 


Yotsuya Kaidan (The Ghost 
Story of Yotsuya) is one of the 
popular Kabuki plays, in which 
the ghost of O-lwa brings curses 
on many persons. It is a thrill 
ing story of murder and ghosts. 
O-lwa, wife of a samurai named 
Tamiya lemon, is poisoned by 
her husband who is having an 
illicit love affair with another 
woman. Becoming disfigured 
she kilis herself'and her ghost 
torments lemon to the end, 
causing many other deaths. 


This play written by Tsuruya 
Namboku and first produced in 
1825, is based upon the life of 
Tamiya lemon, and his wife O- 
Iwa. It is believed the curse of 
O-Iwa still exists. Whenever 
any theater is to produce this 
play, actors and theater manag- 
ers must visit O-Iwa’s tomb or 
the O-Iwa Inari Shrine and offer 
prayers to her; otherwise her 
curse will fall on all those con- 
nected with the production. 

Recently an author writing of 
historic sites and traditions of 
Tokyo went to the O-Iwa shrine 
and took some photographs. 
Though an experienced photo 
grapher, he found that all his 
films came out blurred with 
strange streaks running across. 
Then he remembered O-Iwa's 
curse and on his second visit he 
made offerings and asked O-Iwa- 
san's sanction. His second shots 
came out clear. 

Thus the O-Iwa Inari Shrine 
at Samon-cho, Yotsuya and the 
Myogyo-ji Temple at Nishi Su- 
gamo to where her tomb was 
removed from Samon-cho, are 
constantly visited by theatrical 
people as well as writers and 
others who wish to either pro- 
duce the Kabuki play or write 
about O-lwa-san. 

It may sound unbellevable to 
many, but recently a publisher 
who intended to publish a book 
on Kabuki written by an emin- 
ent authority experienced many 
unexpected little mishaps, such 
as types mysteriously moving 
when the printing started or 


little errors made in binding. 
The printer and binder were 
perplexed, as they could not 
find how such mishaps occurred. 

Finally all realized that a men- 
tion was made of Yotsuya Kai- 
dan and O-Iwa-san in the book. 
So they visited the O-Iwa Shrine 
and made offerings and prayers 
to her.
